_ ‘The industry is centered some miles 
from Houston. A few silk worms 
and a few mulberry trees, imported 
‘from France, were brought into the 
district five years ago by Dr. V. K. 
Osigian. The farm now has 1000 
‘acres and 200,000 mulberry trees on 
‘which the silk worms feed. 
| “My experience in Texas has con- 
|vinced me that conditions are more 
favorable here for the silk industry 
than France or any other great silk 
| producing area in Europe,” Dr. Oai- 
gian said. “Mulberry trees planted 
in Texas soils furnish more food for 
the worms at six months of age than 
they do after two or three years 
growth in France. Silk which I have 
produced from here has tested out 
to be finer, stronger quality than any

became effective. This ordinance 
provided for a license tax of 1 
mill per passenger on street rail- 
ways doing business in the City of 
St. Louis. In practical effect the 
tax was levied on the business of 
the United Railways Co.. The 
company from the very beginning 
contested the validity of this tax, 
a litigation between the city and 
the company ensued, which ended, 
insofar as the original cases were 
concerned, by a decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States in 1916 in favor of the city. 
As the result of this 13 years’ liti- 
gation the United Railways Co. 
paid into the treasury of the city 
approximately $1,800,000. No tax 
has since been paid under this or- 
dinance. This adjudication, how- 
ever, does not seem to have ended 
the controversy between the city 
and the company; the city on the 
one hand contending that the deci- 
sion of the highest tribunal makes 
valid’ any accruing taxes under 
such ordinance; the company on 
the other hand contending that the 
decision does not end the contro- 
versy, and it has continued to 


make its defenses in court to the 


collection tax under the 
ordinance. 

The United Railways Co. is a 
composite system, organized in 
1899 from the several street rail- 
ways doing business here at that 
time. When the original ordi- 
nance granting the franchise over 
Jefferson avenue expired, the city, 


of any 


being at war with the street rail- 


way company, took the position 
that the company had no right 
under the Central Traction ordi- 
nance to operate its line over Jef- 
ferson avenue, and raised the ques- 
tion as to whether the underlying 
franchises were extended by the 
ordinance of 1899 to run until 
1939. This case was tried before 
Judge Cave in the Circuit Court, 
and it was by him decided against 
the city. 

Long Litigation in Prospect. 

The city appealed, and that case 
is now pending in the Supreme 
Court of this State. and if this ap- 
peal is followed to the last ditch 
it will doubtless take many years 
before that controversy is settled, 
and if at the end of such litiga- 
tion the city should prevail it would 
mean that there is no valid fran- 


@chise authorizing the operation of 


street railways on Jefferson ave- 
nue and a new franchise will have 
to be granted either to the present 
company or to some other com- 
pany, to carry passengers over 
that street. This suit, although 
won in the lower court by the 
company, nevertheless places a 
cloud on the title of the present 
franchise of the company until 
final judgment affirms the lower 
court. Iam advised that it is im- 
possible for the company to finance 
itself so long as this franchise 
case is in the courts. 

Very recently the railway com- 
pany had a strike. T called in 
the Chamber of Commerce to 
counse! with me to find some basis 
of a settlement of the strike 
which was threatening our whole 
industrial life. With the splen- 
did co-operation of the Chamber 
of Commerce we succeeded in con- 
vincing the United Railways Co. 
to accede to the demands of labor, 
so that the strike was called off. 
Thereupon the company filed an 
application with the Public 
ice Commission of Missouri, ask- 
inf permission to raise its fares, 
alleging it needed increased reve- 
nue to meet increased cost of ma- 
terial, labor and operating ~ex- 
penses. The city contested this 
application, first, upon the propo- 
sition that the Public Service Com- 
mission had not jurisdiction to dis- 
turb a franchise contract, and, 
secondly, that such increase was 
not needed in fact. Refore the 
case finally concluded it developed 
that more revenue really was need- 
ed during the emergency created 
by the war to properly carry on 
this transportation business. Rut 
the right of the Public Service 
Commission to disturb the fares 
was bitterly fought until the end. 

Valuation Question. 

The tage Service Commission 
allowed a 6-cent fare to be ce harged 
mast tr and, upon the city’s 
showing. found for the purpose of 
this case that the value of the 
railway companys within the iinve«ts 
of the city of St. Louls is, in round 
fizures, $52,800,000. And the rate 
was fixed upon that valuation 
basis. As I understand it, the Su- 
preme Court has determined the 
law to be that the Public Service 
Commission has jurisdiction not 
only to make regulations for util- 
ities. including street railways, 
touching all questions of service, 
but that it has the power to 
change rates, even as against a 
franchise contract. And it has the 
power to fix the valuation upon

seems to be the trend of the courts 
in other states similarly situated 
in the law. 

Therefore, it seems that the 
service regulations of this com- 
pany, and, indeed, the question of 
fares, which includes a proper val- 
uation, is placed by the Legislature 
in a body created for that purpose 
—the Public Service Commission 
of Missouri—and unless the law is 
rewritten this question seems to be 
settled. 

Immediately upon the final de- 
termination of the 6-cent fare case 
by the Supreme Court, I instructed 
the Law Department to proceed to 
collect, if possible, the balance of 
the mill tax, not in judgment, and 
which amounts, in round figures. 
with interest, to $2,500,000. Suit 
for the major portion of this 
amount has been pending, await- 
ing the fate of the rate case, and 
was also passed awaiting the re- 
sult of compromise ordinances and 
settlements which were being sug- 
gested and proposed from time to 
time. 

Accordingly, the City Counselor 


a few days ago made demand upon 


the company to file its answer in 
these cases so that steps could be 
taken by the city to force the tax 
claims under this ordinance to a 
judgment. That the city would 
obtain judgment in the Ciircuit 
Court could not be doubted even 
by the company, and hence the 
company was confronted with the 
matter of giving bond in twice 
the amount of the judgment, 
which amounted to $5,000,000. Of 
course, such a bond could not be 
given by the company, and it 
meant annihilation of (practically) 
the only transportation company 
doing business in the City of St. 
Louis. 
Company's proposal. 

The company submitted propo- 
sal after proposal to meet the city’s 
demands and to adjust the con- 
troversy, all of which were reject- 
ed as short until, finally, the com- 
pany has agreed that it will pay 
every dollar that it owes the city, 
including both principal and in- 
terest and including a judgment 
against the St. Lous Transit Co. for 
about $250,000, a debt for which 
this company may or may not be 
liable in law, provided the Unit- 
ed Railways be permitted to pay 
the past obligations in 10 install- 
ments, with interest, amhmounting to 
approximately a quarter of a 
million dollars a year, and 
binding itself to pay the mill 
tax in the future without con- 
test as it falls due, which amounts 
to approximately a quarter of a 
million dollars a year more, so 
that the company will pay under 
the mill tax ordinance the sum 
of a half-million dollars for 10 
years into the city treasury, with- 
out further contest, controversy 
or question, and thereafter pay 
the tax as it accrues. The city 
will dismiss its appeal in the Jef- 
ferson avenue case so as to lift 
the attack on the franchise, in or- 
der to give to the present fran- 
chise of the company the stability 
which it seems is necessary to en- 
able it to borrow money to finance 
and carry on its business 

Therefore, the city will receive its 
mill tax in full and obtain a bind- 
ing stipulation and decree, so far 
as it is possible to bind the future, 
that same will be paid hereafter, 
provided that such payments may 
be made in the sum of $250,000 
annually, or, to be exact, one-tenth 
of the principal and interest each 
vear for 10 years, and that we al- 
low the judgment of the Circuit 
Court which held the franchise 
valid to stand without § further 
challenge. The mill tax ordinance, 
as it will be seen, eventuated in o 
war between the company and the 
city lasting over a period of now 
15 years, and unless an amicable 
adjustment is made the end is not 
vet in sight. Every means has 
been resorted to to allay this con- 
troversy; every suggestion made 
by civie organizations, business or- 
ganizations and officials has been 
given a trial, but seemingly with- 
out avall. As the head of the city 
government I am charged by the 
people to settle this controversy 
fairly and with satisfaction, if pos- 
sible, to all parties concerned I 
was chosen Mayor upon the ex- 
press pledge that I would bring 
thie matter to a suitable and 
speedy termination. I trust and 
believe the companys may now, 
with the franchise attack out of 
the way. be able to borrow neces- 
eary funds to live and give the 
fullest service to the people, but 
should there still be danger of re- 
ceivership the city now has a judg- 
ment instead of a law suit to ad- 
just in such possible receivership.

So work, work, work, if you yearn for success and 
abounding satisfaction.

developed that despite his limited information, Olson, 
who was born in Copenhagen, Denmark, in 1826. was 
no ordinary person. In a matter-of-fact way he told 
how he, had made the achievement of Coleridge's “An- 
cient Mariner’ look comparatively insignificant, as 
he had killed, not one, but several albatrosses, and fol- 
lowing up the slaughter by cooking and serving the 
meat of the great birds to a starving ship's crew. 
“And I can tell you,” he added with emphasis, “we did 
not follow any rules in eating it.

‘ays. We were buffeted by hurricanes and terrible 
seas, and most of the crew was sick with scurvy when 
the storm carried the albatrosses to our yards and 
decks. | got seven, and after taking out the fat, 
roasted the meat, which was very good. We got 
started after that, but when we got to Frisco, 16 of the 
sailors had scv*.y so bad that they had to go to the 
hospital. I had unly a light attack. I think they all 
got well, though. I have never practiced any rules 
about eating beyond not eating too much. I do the 
same with drinking. I have always had my beer, wine 
and schnapps whenever I felt like it. I don’t think 
1 would like to try this new process, certainly not at 
my time of life. Back in Denmark, where | was born, 
we had no such teaching. We ate all we wanted. The 
oldest man that ever lived there was Johannes Strach- 
enburg, who died about 1810, at the age of 146. He is 
buried in Dome Church at Aarhus.

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Woman who has tried both Oriental and Occidental systems 
of matrimony thinks there’s much to be said for mar- 
riage a la Tark — But she didn’t enjoy being slave of 
Egyptian Pasha, whose guards beat her to force obedi- 


ence, and cleverly outwitted him: 


N MOST women the word “harem” will call up 
a shudder; they see visions of polygamous 
Turks, numerous wives in a state of slavery 
and rivalry, all the brutishness of a vicious in- 
stitution. But here is one woman who has 
tried marriage both according to the harem 
and the monogomy of Western races. And she 
is not so sure that the former species has not some 
advantages over the latter. 

She is Mme. Zubaya Zourna, now living in New York, 
who has recently won a certain fame as an exponent 
of Oriental dances. In a new book on dancing an en- 
tire chapter is devoted to her pantomimes depicting the 
emotions of the Orient over events, from rejoicing for 
a birth to mourning for a death. She arranged the 
scenes and costtimes in “The Daughter of the Gods,’ a 
photo drama in which Annette Kellerman appeared 
not long ago. Mme. Zourna has lived in two harems, 
once as a wife and once as a slave. She has also been 
married and divorced according to European customs, 
and married again. And she gays: 

“The Epropean and American idea of the harem is 
very mistaken. I think most Eastern wives would de- 
cline to exchange lots with the women of the West. 
On the other hand, I’m sure many Western women 
would find the harem more to their liking than the 
European home, including the business of sharing your 
husband. That's largely a matter of attitude. The 
Eastern wife knows and accepts the situation. The 
Western wife often endures it without knowing or ac- 
cepts it in secret. To me the former is preferable.” 

Mme. Zourna was born in Tunisia, Of a French moth- 
er and a Circassian father. When her parents married 
the Christian wife and the Mahometan father made a 
pact. By its terms the first child, male or female, was 
to be reared a Christian and to cleave in all matters 
to the mother’s faith. A second child was to belong to 
the faith of the father and be reared as a Mahometan. 
The wife acquiesced ia this. She intended to have one 
child and no more. A daughter was born and educat- 
ed as a Catholic. But when this first child was 8 
years old a second was born—-the present Mme. Zourna 
The pact had been made, the mother was powerless 
to evade its distasteful provisions, and the younger 
daughter was thus launched into a childhood of prep 
aration for the harem. Her mother took advantage 
of the growing liberalism in the Western Mahometan 
countries, especially those in North Africa, where the 
French have long exerted their influence, and sent 
her daughter to relatives in Paris, who placed the little 
Surasian girl in the convent of the Sacre Coeur. Here 
she was educated after the manner of the better-class 
French girl during the winters. In the summers she 
returned to the parental home in Tunista, where the 
Moslem traditions were instilled. 

Now, it happened that this little girl's Circassian 
father had a very good friend in Tunisia, to whose fam- 
ify came a male child. The customary agreement was 
made between the men, to the effect that the next- 
born female child of the Circassian’s houSehold be be- 
trothed to the young son of the Tunisian. So the 
voman who is now Mme. Zourna was born with a 
fiance and husband ready and waiting. 


In the little girl's fifteenth year, when she went from 
Paris to Tunisia for her vacation, an event awaited 
her. She was told, without much ceremony, that it 
was time for her to marry. Her husband, as she knew, 
had long been selected. He was an excellent and de- 
serving young man, just turned 17. For his desira- 
bility she might take the word of those who were her 
elders and knew much about such matters. On the 
next following day he would pass the house at a given 
rour, when she might have a look at him from the 
discreet screen of her lattice and her veil. After this 
distant and alarmed view of the voung gallant she 
would say whether she desired him as husband. Na- 
turally, she would be affirmative. Had not her late 
father selected the man while he was still alive and 
before ever the girl concerned had been ushered into 
this uncertain life? 

The man passed at the given hour. The frightened 
girl saw him from her window. At a gathering of her 
family consent was given for her and the wedding was 
as good as done. One important set of details remained 

those dealing with the marriage settlement. 

Every bit of linen, which the Oriental women begin 
to prepare for the trousseau as soon as as they're old 
enough to hold a needie; every piece of cloth, every 
garment and wrap, every jewel and bauble, indeed, 
every possession of whatever nature which the. bride 
is to take with her into matrimony. is appraised and 
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a total sum set down. This 
sum the groom must pay 
her or her father. In 
wealthy houses the price 


of the bride often reaches 
a high figure. If, at any 
subsequent time, the hus- 
band divorces his wife, 
which he may do at will, 
he loses the amount of her 
settlement, for the di- 
vorced wife tates with her 
out of his house all that 
she brought to it and all 
that he may have given 
her in the _ intervening 
time. 'And she or her fa-~ 
ther retains the price paid 
by the husband as mar- 
riage dot. Consequently, 
for economic reasons, there 
are fewer divorces in Tu- 
nisia, where they may be 
had on demand, than in 
New York, where they 
may be bought only at the J 
cost of notoriety. 

But Mme, Zourna did not 
figure in a divorce—just 
then.

daughter, Miss Margaret 
Wilson, who, in a month of sing- 
ing to entertain the men of the 
American expeditionary force, 
motored through the land which 
the boche laid bare, from Paris to 
Verdun. In the uniform of a Y. 
M. C. A. entertainer, the Presi- 
deni’s talented daughter sang in 
the “Y” huts, hospitals and in the 
open, giving as many as four con- 
certs a day. Wounded men hob- 
bled to the concerts to hear her 
voice raised in the songs. they 
loved, while Generals and foreign 
leaders paid homage to her. Miss 
Wilson’s teacher and accompanist, 
Mrs. Ross David, with a little fold- 
ing organ, went with her every- 
where, and Mr. David's tenor voice 
was an acquisition to the pro- 
gram. 

At all the places where she ap- 
peared Miss Wilson won the en- 
thusiasm of her audiences. The 
musical numbers were frequently 
interrupted by cheers and pro- 
longed applause. “Sing the chorus 
with me,” she would say, and the 
concert hall would ring with the 
music of some favorite song. Fol- 
lowing each program, Miss Wilson usually distributed 
Y. M. C. A. cigarettes to the men in her audience, say- 
inx a personal word to those who limped by with leg 
or arm or head swathed in bandages. 

At a base hospital near Toul she sang before an 
audience of 2000 men. Her dressing room was a 
screened-off corner of the hospital theater; her dress- 
ing table an upturned box holding a smal! wirror, 
flanked by two flickering candles. Doughboys who 
bad overflowed the hall formed a smal! circle around 
her. She was gowned in blue tulle, embroidered in 
gold, and wore a bandeau in her hair. Following the 
concert, she was the guest of honor at a dinner served 
in the officers’ dining room. 


During her stay at the front, Miss Wilson made her 
headquarters at Nancy and the residents showered 
her with attention. Her room was kept filled with 
flowers. These were frequently brought to her door 
by little girls wearing the black velvet bodice and the 
quaint headdress of that particular section. The pre- 
fect of the department of Meuse-et-Moselle, M. Mir- 
man, extended every possible courtesy. So insistent 
were the demands made on her time that it was found 
impossible to adhere strictly to the schedule pre- 
viously mapped out. 


Nancy held a fete in celebration of the signing of 
the armistice, and the daughter of President Wilson 
naturally took an important part in the festivities. 
All of Lorraine journeyed in to town that day, wear- 
ing picturesque costumes and carrying flags and 
flowers. The Y. M. C. A., which is regarded with 
great affection by the people of Lorraine, was lauded 
in orations made by the speakers. Tribute was paid 
to President Wilson and all the _ allied leaders. 
Throughout the day the “Y" hut was filled with happy, 
excited crowds who came in to kiss the Americans on 
both cheeks and cry “Vive |’ Amerique!”

erated. The celebration continued long into the night. 
French soldiers and civilians, who had survived the 
long terror of four years in a city menaced constantly 
by boche bombs, linked arms, and, swinging lighted 
lanterns, paraded the streets until midnight, singing 
‘*Madelon.”’

Roads that until a few weeks before were resound- 
ing to the traffic of German trucks and armored Cars, 
ot heavy artillery and the goose step of thousands of 
marching men, were under repairs. A regiment of 
American engineers was at work filling shell holes or 
building new roads and short cuts around places 
wrecked beyond repair. Streets of ruined villages had 
been swept clear of rubbish by the men in bhakti, and 
although many of the places had been under fire only 
three days before, there was already ground for be- 
lief that the American soldier was bringing his innate 
civic pride into play, and it 
would not be long before the 
torn and _ tortured land of 
France would be made to re- 
spond to the magic spirit of 
reconstruction. 

Sparkling sunlight 
on the ruins, seemingly in de- 
fiance of all the havoc around. 
After days of rain and mist 
overhead and slushy mud un- 
jJerfoot, with enemy shells and 
enemy gas searching them 
out. it seemed to the dough- 
boys that the old world was 
once again smiling. Peace, 
blessed peace, had come in 
time to relieve them from a 
winter in the trenches.

AST week's installment of the hideous disclos- 
ures concerning Germany's reprisal camps, 
made by Jean~/u'es Dufour, a Parisian artist, 
himself a prisoner for three years, broke off at 

the point where he and mumerous fellow-captives. 
having refused to work in the lignite mines, were 
compelled to stand at attention for hours. thinly clad, 
in a field swept by snow and cold winds i’ last, 
when the limit of human endurance was veac hed, they 
were compelled to yield. 

Todays concluding excerpts from his book, “In Ger- 
many’s Reprisal Camps.” illustrated bi himself, be- 
gin with their descent in’o the pits. where new hor- 
rors awaited them. It must be remembered that Du- 
four and his companions were deliberately selected 
for savage mistreatment hecause they. were men of 
prominence in the learned and liberal professions or 
representatives of leading families. The — narrative 
proceeds: 

ND this is what awaited 
als” in the pit: 

“Being without skill in work of this 
sort, we are the general drudges of the 
mine. At times we handle the shovel: 
but, as a rule, we are affected to the 
heaviest tasks, such as transportation of 
and rails. It happens also—and those days are 
terrible—that we have to push loaded wagonettes 4ip 
to the automatic chain. All day long, ‘ahanant’ on the 
ulgrades, with raw, smarting shoulders, we push with- 
out respite, perforce; for at the slightest relaxation of 
effort the horrible thing rolls backward, and others 
are ceaselessly coming on. Awful, menacing toil that 
crunches the bones and annihilates the mind. Woe to 
him who, in a Moment of inadvertance, lets himself 
get caught in this interminable gearing! Under pen- 
ality of accident, he must partake of’the perpetual 
movement of the machines. This obsession drives us 
frantic at times, particularly in freezing 
when the wheels adhere so to the rails that they seem 
to be a part of the earth and when it hurts to touch 
the iron because the hands remain glued thereto. At 
the blowing of the noon whistles, we mount to the 
canteen, where we quickly swallow the thin cabbage 
or potato soup and, twice a week, a tiny scrap of meat. 
Then, at 1 o clock, back to the pit for six hours more. 
At the approach of dusk we try to elude our overseers, 
tu hide in the galleries. * * * The guards organ- 
jze man-hunting parties to ferret us out. Every eve- 
ning there are stormy svenes and blows galore. But; 
ready to drop from fatigue, our very bones reduced 
to pulp, we are ready to risk anything for a moment's 
repose. The older hands, those who have been here 
for a year and a half, two years, tell us of their hard 
existence: ‘how they have vainly tried everything to 
get sent away; and how, in summer, when the ‘at at- 
tention’ punishment is not sufficiently aggravated by 
the cold, the terrible tas*masters shut recalcitrants 
into a basement of the factory, turn on a steampipe 
and gradually stifle them, until they crave for quar- 

r and offer to submit. 
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Jules Dufour continues epic of three 
years’ inferno as captive of Huns— 
Recalcitrants frozen by exposure to 
wintry temperature, then half-scald- 
ed in steam chamber—Plea for ex- 
emption on ground of illness meets 
reply: “No sick here; only living or 
dead” —Wretches, always on verge 
of starvation, hunt field mice and 

frogs to eat — Disease rife, prison- 
ers half insane $3 


“These veterans of misery are now for the most part 
resigned. They cursed their lot the day of their ar- 
rival, they resisted in every possible manner, and now 
they are waiting for the day when, able to endure their 
sufferings no longer, they shall make a last desperate 
effort. Some count on illness or accident to save 
them—or kill them. Others have not enough strength 
left to have any thought at all.” 

Wherever they are stationed (in Lithuania, in Cour- 
land or in Prussian mines) these “intellectuals,” to- 
tally unadapted to heavy manual labor, swoon, now 
from excessive cold and now from excessive heat. 
They suffocate in unlighted and unventilated, alto- 
gether insanitary sleeping quarters, which are often 
so crowded that they can lie only on their sides. 

Constantly exposed to the elements, they contract 
bronchitis, pleurisy, pneumonia and tuberculosis, while 
their limbs and joints swell and ache with rheuma- 
tism. 

“Suddenly the weather changes. A cold wind rises. 
Ii has been raining since morning. The sand we 
transport has become liquid. The piles we make melt 
away. The road dissolves and runs off into the gut- 
ters. And now the rain comes down in torrents. We 
venture to protest. Result, we are obliged to take off 
our coats and work in our shirtsleeves. If we continue 
to balk, we shall work stripped to the waist, for work 
we must, regardless of weather. The guards are 
wrapped from head to foot in tent cloths, while we 
shiver from the water that is trickling down our 
spines. Everything we have on is drenched and ooz- 
ing. At the last pause, several comrades who sought 
shelter under the projecting roof of a barn were dis- 
covered by our Corporal, ‘the butcher.’ He obliged 
them to lie up under the sheet of water thatdalls from 
the eaves; one of them, who is very bald, particularly 
excited the risibilities of the guards. Five days, with- 
out a moment's let-up, it pours, and, during all this 
time we continue to work. Some of us honestly de 
Every night we go to our bunks just as 
we are, unable to change our clothes, which are so 
saturated that the water filters down from bunk to 
bunk. Sleep comes immediately, in spite of everything; 
But long before daybreak we are on our feet, leaping 
and gesticulating, in a vain effort to shake off the icv 
humidity.” ’ 

Ill or partially disabied, they must still work. 

“A few men seriously wounded before their cap 
ture, whose wounds reopened under the excessive 
strain of the work to which they were subjected, have 
at last been sent back into the interior; several others 
with a stiff arm or a short leg are still here and are 
obliged to toil and moil piteously with the rest of us 
Exemption from work by reason of sickness is here 
‘a mockery, a delusion and a snare.’ Nevertheless 
there are attempts at such exemptions every morning 
Then ‘Mephisto’ dnickname for one of the Corporals) 
reviews us and sneers, ‘Ici pas de malades: des vivants 
ov des morts’ (No sick here; only living or dead). In 
the cases (rare, indeed) in which a day or two of rest 
is accorded, the. beneficiaries, instead of being allowed 
to remain in the cantonment, are obliced to accom- 
pany the workers to their place of work. For them, 
ingenious Corporal Peter traces, with his bamboo, a 
circle in the sand, inside which, tightly packed, they 
are obliged to remain standing during work hours; an 
ordeal quite as hard to endure as work itself.” 

These “intellectuals” suffer further from lack of 
shoes and of proper clothes. 

They suffer from thirst; they are forbidden to carry 
vater with them to their work, and the very little al- 
lowed them in their cantonment is drawn from a stag- 
nant pool, in which the carcasses of two horses are 
putrefying. 

They suffer from vermin. “I forbid you,” said 
‘YHysterique,’ in one of his diatribes, “to smoke, to 
laugh, to sing, to play cards or to read, under severe 
penalties. I forbid you to wash and to shave; it is 
gcod for you to have lice.” 

They suffer so cruelly from le cafard (“blues”) that 
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‘‘We ransacked the garbage bins.’’

sume of them lose their reason completely, and nearly 
all of them are half insane. 

“Above all and all the time they suffer from hun- 
ger. The desire to eat is a continuous obsession. A 
soup, with a wad of maggots floating on the surface, 
of which codfish skin is the basis, is impatiently looked 
forward to as a special luxury. 

“It is with veritable anguish we query what is to 
become of us under this regime of starvation to which 
we are subjected and the exhausting physical labor 
to which we are constrained. Potatoes (as were pom- 
pously designated the dried and compressed peelings 
the cook received in sacks) are now absent from our 
diet. We have only three meals a bit substantial a 
week; boiled barley, boiled rice (about 100 grams per 
man), with a few shreds of preserved meat and a 
few very hard, altogether indigestible chick peas. The 
other soups are absolutely liquid (semolina or cooked 
wheat, julienne and oat flakes to the tune of 13 grams 
per man, less a spoonful in the bottom of the gamelle). 
It is true that on the same day we are entitled to 
something over 18 grams of salt apiece, and that 12 to 
15 grams of fat per day and per man are nominally 
prescribed. Every evening imitation. coffee, and, twice 
a week, a spoonful of marmalade (25 to 30 grams), and 
helf a herring. This last is a genuine blessing. We 
eat it quite raw, just as it comes from the brine. Im- 
possible to wash it, for we have no water. We swal- 
lew it with our eyes shut—everything..head, skim and 
insides—so as to lose nothing.” 

The preserved meat is from time to time replaced 
with spoiled horse (repulsive of aspect, odor and taste), 
which the prisoners cut very fine, in order to be able 
to swallow it quickly without chewing, and by an in- 
definable concoction called “aguona,” of which dog is 
reputed to be an ingredient. The bread is often so 
moldy that it cannot be retained by the stomach, and 
when it is distributed at night for a 24-hour period, 
the recipients are often so famished that they eat it 
all at once and suffer cruelly for the want of it the 
fcllowing day. 

The prisoners are not allowed to buy anything from 
the inhabitants of the region; but they occasionally 
manage to get from that source a little bread and horse 
sausage on the sly, and, once in a while, they succeed 
in adding to their thin soup dandelions and wild sor- 
rel picked in the fields. They further hunt field mice 
and compete with the storks in catching frogs. They 
dry and smoke clover leaves. They humiliate them- 
selves so far as to hang about the guards, while the 
latter are at their meals, in order to profit by their 
leavings, and they rummage diligently, like dogs, in 
the garbage boxes and devour their finds. They avoid 
rinsing their gamelles after the noon soup, in order 
to profit at night, when the imitation coffee is poured 
into them, by the scraps clinging to their sides. 

Even so, they often swoon from hunger at their 
work and they address a formal complaint regarding 
tl eir food to their superior officers. The latter, after 
witnessing a distribution of soup, admit that it is
